Interesting Events: 

The chiller tube ruptured causing the release 1800 pounds of the product to vent through the 


entire plant. The plant was then evacuated by 450 employees with no injuries reported. 


A contractor from another company was unloading batteries from a truck and the battery 
exploded injuring the eye of the employee. 


Four injuries occurred when law officials were exposed to chemicals while processing 
components of a methamphetamine lab at various locations.
